Sentence Pattern: 


Watashi wa desu. (DELS CT. ) 


Watashi (7 L) ="I"or"me" 
wa (\&) = Topic marking particle 
desu (G¥) = Copula which is equivalent to English am/is/are. 


The term copula comes from the fact that desu (G%¥)_ is etymologically derived from the combination of the particle de 
(@) and the verb arimasu (4 EF) "to be." 


This sentence pattern comes in handy when you introduce yourself. 
1. Say your name! 


Watashi wa Natsumi desu.

Natsumi (724) , a woman's name 


ex) Watashi wa Fuyuka desu. (72 Lids PACH. ) "I'm Fuyuka." 
Watashi wa Haruhito desu. (bt LIAILS0e CF, ) "I'm Haruhito." 


And what's your name? 
Watashi wa desu. (DELI Gos.) 


2. Say your occupation! 


Watashi wa gakusei desu. 
DELISFETT,.

Watashi wa desu. (DELI£ CH, ) 


*Even if you don't know how to say your occupation in Japanese, don't worry! Just use the English word for the time being. 
3. Say your nationality! 


Watashi wa Itaria-jin desu.

And what's your nationality? 
Watashi wa. desu. (DELIS, CT. ) 


* Watashi wa is often omitted when it is understood from the context. 
See the following examples: 


Watashi wa Natsumidesu. (D7 LIt ROACH. ) > Natsumidesu. (OATH, ) 
Watashi wa gakusei desu. (A7-LIk AY<tLYCS, ) > Gakuseidesu. (AS< tit, ) 
Watashi wa Itaria-jindesu. (7-2 Lit 42UPCATCT. ) - Itariajindesu. (4 2UPFCATCT. )

* D6zo yoroshiku o-negai shimasu (YS FEALMK BPRAWLEF)

LSZESALCSRAWLET 


This literally means "please be good to me." It is a commonly used expression which corresponds to "it's a pleasure to meet 
you." 


In Japanese speech, there are several levels of politeness. Compare the following expressions: 


- D6zo yoroshiku o-negai shimasu (© 5 FZELAL<K HAAWLETF) 
----- Very polite expression 

- Yoroshiku o-negai shimasu (KS U< BaARWLED) 

----- Polite expression 

- Dozo yoroshiku (YS ZEALS, ) 

---- Casual expression, not to be used to elders or superiors 

- Yoroshiku (kAL<) 

-----) Very casual expression

It means "hello." or "good afternoon." Be careful not to stress the syllable ni too much :)
